Overboard in Midocean, bu 


HONOLULU, Feb. 20, via San Francisco, 
Cal., Feb. 27.—[{Special.]—Captain Pritchard 
of the British ship Glennisaling tells the 
story of two remarkable rescués of men on 
his ship from what looked Hke certain de- 
struction. William Adamson, a big Swed- 
ish sailor, fell overboard at night. Adam- 
son could not swim a stroke, but a saflor 
‘threw him a life buoy. A high sea was 
running, and rescue seemed impossible, but 
the Captain got out the lifeboat and called 
for volunteers.

Several times the boat was nearly 
swamped, but finally they heard Adam#on 
shout and soon had-him on board.

EIGHT DiE IN MEXICAN FIGHT. 

American Cowboys Battle with Natives 

Over Flag-Raising During Wash- 
ington’s Birthday Celebration. 


Guaymas, Mex., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
Washington's birthday a shooting affray 
occurred at Pilares de Tierra, in which 
three Americans and five Mexicans were 
killed. From accounts it appears a friendly 
feeling had existed at Pilares, and in order 
to do honor to the United States it was ar- 
ranged on Feb. 22 to raise the flags ot the 
two republics together on the flagstaff. 

The Mexicans had charge of the affair 
and raised the American flag above the 
Mexican to the complete satisfaction of the 
Americans. But when the Americans showed 
so much appreciation of the act the Mex- 
icans found they had made a mistake and 
decided to lower and rehoist the flag, with 
the Mexican flag on top. Then the Amer- 
icans declared such a transaction would be 
an insult to the United States flag. 

Superintendent Danforth told the Mexi- 
cans that they would have to shoot him be- 
fore they could haul down the American 
flag. It was held that the flags should have 
been hoisted properly in the first place. The 
Mexicans were about to mob Danforth when 
Charles Hogsett, who was with the Rough 
Riders in Cuba, interposed with a six-shooter 
in each hand. Firing trom both sides im- 
mediately ensued, and Hogsett was instantly 
killed. John Evans and Dick Rea, two other 
Americans, were mortally wounded. But 
the Americans held the flagpole and both 
flags floated through the day. Five Mexicans

Shoenberg was in the debris 
and trainmen were unable to rescue him. 
His body was recovered. Shoenberg lived 
at 81 Ninetieth street. 
L. A. Clark, a Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
conductor, was struck by a switch engine 
while in the yards at Eighty-ninth street. 
He was killed instantly. Clark lived at Gar- 
rett, Ind. 

Fred White, an agent for the Frank Parme- 
lee company, was struck by an Illinois Cen- 
tral train while standing on the tracks at 
Sixty-third street. He died instantly. White . 
lived at Homewood, III. :

LONDON, Feb. 28, 8 a. m.—Cronje’s un- 
conditional surrender is believed.to leave the 
way clear for Roberts’ advance to Bloem- 
fontein. French’s cavalry is already on the 
way, and the military experts think that as 
soon as the British General arranges for the 


disposition of his prisoners he will pus for- 


ward towards the capital of the Orange Free 
State. 

In the surrender of Cronje at daylight yes- 
terday, coming as it did on the nineteenth an- 
niversary of the battle of Majuba Hill, the 
British believe that serious defeat Is finally 
avenged.

Sir Edward Reed, for many years chief 
constructor of the British navy, a former 
Lord of the British Treasury, the naval ad- 
viser of sevtral foreign governments, and 
especially of Emperor William, whose inti- 
macy and favor he enjoys in a marked de- 
8 has just published in the Deutsche 

evue, the most important monthly publi- 
cation in Germany, an article on the Kaiser 
which is attracting no end of attention by 
reason of the regret which it expresses that 
William should have been deprived of his 
right of succession to the throne of England. 
Sir Edward reminds his readers that the 
Katser is thre eldest son of the eldest child 
of Queen Victoria. He writes: 

Had the succéssion to the British crown 
been ordered in accordance to the old, ad- 
mirable; and untversally respected law of 
primogeniture the now widowed Empress 
Frederick would have deen at present the 
next heir to the British crown, while Em- 
peror William would in due time have 
succeeded to her rights, and in this way 
have combined crowns of England and 


of Germany on head. Only through the 


mischance of an attogether incomprehens'i- 
ble order of succéssion has Germany ac- 
quired the advantage over England in 
monopolizing for herself the most remarka- 
ble of modern monarchs.’ 

Leaving aside altogether the question 
as to the manner in which these ex- 
traordinary utterances of Sir Edward 
Reed, who possesses the star of the 
Order of the Bath, are likely to be received 
at the Court of St. James, where they can- 
not fail to give rise to the keenest resent- 
ment against the worthy knight, it may be 
worth while to furnish a few words of ex- 
‘planation with regard to the English suc- 
cession, the features of which are generally 
‘dgnored, not one Englishman in a hundred 
being able to give any definite repiy to the 
question as to why thé Prince of Wales 
rather than his elder sister, the widowed 
Empress Frederick, should be the next heir 
to the British threne. — 3 

The system: of succession which prevails 
in England is the same that exists Spain 
and Portugal, and is what is known as the 
Cognate or Castile system—a system which 
is one of the most anctent in Europe, and in 
no sende of the word new-fangled, as Sir 
Edward Reed implies in his article in the 
German Review. According to its terms 
male heifs in the same degree of relation to 
the sovereign exclude females without any 
regard to priority of birth.

But he left a daughter, the pres- 
ent Queen of England, whose rights to the 
throne under the Cognate or Castile system 
of succession were superior to those of either 
of her father’s younger brothers, the Dukes 
of Cumberland and of Sussex, Inasmuch, 
however, as the Cognate system was re- 
stricted to Great Britain, Whereas the Salic 
law prevailed in Hanover, which until the 
present reign was dynastically united to 
England, Victoria was de rred from the 
succession to the German Kingdom of her 
uncle and predectesor, William IV. and the 
crown of Hanover fell in cousequence to her 
father’s younger. brother, Duke Ernest of 
Cumberland. But hed ‘Queen Victoria by 
any chance hed a younger 


"brother, it is the | 
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latter instead of herself who would have suc- 


ceeded to the throne of England, and to the 


crown of Hanover as well, in lieu of his un- 
cle, the Duke of Cumberland. 

According to this Cognate system the 
little daughter of the Duke of York would, 
in the case of the death of her two elder 
brothers, have rights to the throne prior to 
those of her father’s three sisters, the 
Duchess of Fife, Princess Victoria of Wales, 
and Princess Charles of Denmark. The 
rights of the Duchess of Fife and of her two 


} little girls, the latter of whom are mere 
- Commoners in the eyes of the law, are su- 


perior to those of Princess Charles and of 


her sister, Princess Victoria of Wales, and 


both of these in turn stand nearer in the line 
of succession to the throne than do Queen 
Victoria's second or third sons, the Duks of 
Edinburg-Coburg and the Duke of Con- 


| naught. 


Thus, according to the Cognate system, if 
the sovereign leaves daughters and a son 


“who is their junior, it the son who suc- 


ceeds in preference ' his elder sisters. 


But if the sovereign leaves no son, but only 


adaughter and a brother or nephew, it is 


the daughter and the latter’s issue who suc- 


ceed, as being in closer degree of relation- 
ship to the throne. 


The question has occasionally been asked 
as to whether the priority of the Prince of 


Wales to his eldest sister, the widowed Em- 


press Frederick, was not due to some act of 
renunciation that she made of her rights of 
succession at the time when she married the 
Prussian Prince who died as Emperor 
Frederick of Germany. In reply thereto it 
should be said that acts of renunciation of 
this kind are unknown in the reigning house 
of Great Britain, and that there is only one 


single circumstance that can invalidate the 


claims of an English Prince or Princess 
of the blood to the throne of England—name- 
ly: marriage with a Roman Catholic. There 
is but one of Queen Victoria’s descendants 
who has done this, her granddaughter, the 
Crown Princess of Roumania, eldest daugh- 
ter of her Majesty's second and sailor son, 
Duke Alfred of Saxe-Coburg Gotha and of 
Edinburg. Of all her Britannic Majesty’s 
family the only ones who are therefor de- 
barred from succession to the throne are 
the pretty and piquante Crown Princess of 
Roumania and her children. Curiously 
enough the English constitution manifests 
no such hostility to any other creed, and an 
English Prince or Princess of the blood may 
marry a member of the Greek Church, of 
the Hebrew faith, a Mohammedan, a Con- 
fucian, a Buddhist, or an agnostic, without 
forfeiting any rights of succession to the 
British crown. | 

This will serve to pose of the stories 


that have been so widely circulated both in 


this country as well as in Europe to the 
effect that Emperor William considers his 
claims to the crown of England stronger 
than those of his uncle, the Prince of Waies, 
and that he proposes to push them for all 
they are worth when his grandmother, 
Queen Victoria, is laid to rest beside her 
husband in the superb mausoleum of Frog- 
more, beneath the walls of Windsor Castle. 
It is perfectly true that Emperor William 


‘is in the line of succession to the British 


crown. But his rights to the throne of 
Queen Victoria are subordinated to those 
of the Prince of Wales, of the latter's chil- 
dren and grandchildren of both sex, to those 
of the Duke of Edinburg and the latter's 
daughters (barring the Crown Princess of 
Roumania) and their children, to those of 
the Duke of Connaught, his children, and 
their issue, male and female, and to the 
young Duke of Albany, his sister, and any 
children that either might have. From this 
it will be seen that the children of the young

WAROUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER.

Sir Edward for many years chief 
constructor of the British navy, a former 
Lord of the British Treasury, the naval ad- 
viser of sevtral foreign governments, and 
especially of Emperor William, whose inti- 
macy and favor he enjoys in a marked de- 
gree, has just published in the Deutsche 
Revue, the most important monthly publi- 
cation in Germany, an article on the Kaiser 
which is attracting no end of attention by 
reason of the regret which it expresses that 
William should have been deprived of his 
right of succession to the throne of England. 
Sir Edward reminds his readers that the 
Kaiser ts the eldest son of the eldest child 
of Queén Victoria. He writes: | 
Had the succéssion to the British crown 
been ordered in accordance to the old, ad- 
mirable; and untversally respected law of 
primogeniture the now widowed Empress 
Frederick would have been at present the 
next heir to the British crown, while Em- 
peror William would in due time have 
succeeded to her rights, and in this way 
have combined the crowns of England and 


of Germany on one head. Only through the 


mischance of an altogether incomprehens!i- 
ble order of succession has Germany ac- 
quired the advantage over England in 
monopouiizing for herself the most remarka- 
ble of modern monarchs.’ | 

Leaving aside altogether the question 
as to the manner in which these ex- 
traordinary utterances of Sir Edward 
Reed, who possesses the star of the 
Order of the Bath, are likely to be received

According to its terms 
male heirs in the same degree of relation to 
the sovereign exclude females without any 
regard to priority of birth. Thus though the

In reply thereto it 
should be said that acts of renunciation of 
this kind are unknown in the reigning house 
of Great Britain, and that there is only one 
single circumstance that can invalidate the 
claims of an English Prince or Princess 
of the blood to the throne of England—name- 
ly: marriage with a Roman Catholic, There 
is but one of Queen Victoria’s descendants 
Who has done this, her granddaughter, the 
Crown Princess of Roumania, eldest daugh- 
ter of her Majesty's second and sailor son, 
Duke Alfred of Saxe-Coburg Gotha and of 
Edinburg. Of all her Britannic Majesty's 
family the only ones who are therefor de- 
barred from succession to the throne are 
the pretty and piquante Crown Princess of 
and her children. Curiously 
enough the English constitution manifests 
no such hostility to any other ereed, and an 
English Prince or Princess of the blood may 
marry a member of the Greek Church, of 
the Hebrew faith, a Mohammedan, a Con- 
fucian, a Buddhist, or an agnostic, without 
forfeiting any rights of succession to the 
British crown. | |

LOCAL PAINTERS’ WORK SHOWN 


Art Institute Opens Several Exhibi- 
tions with a Reception—Awards 
of the Committee. 


The Art Institute gave a reception to tts 
members and their friends yesterday even- 
ing at which a private view was given of 
its annual exhibition of works by artists 
of Chicago and vicinity, a special exhibi- 
tion of paintings of the arctic regions by 
Frank Wilbert Stokes, and the fourth an- 
nual exhibition of the BSoclety of Western 
Artists. The Art association of Chicago, a 
society in which many clubs of the city 
have united for coéperation in the encour- 
agement of local art, has assisted in the 
management of the exhibition of Chicago 


ing this reception. The association has 
been instrumental also in inducing clubs 
to buy paintings and sculpture from the 
‘exhibition and to hold special receptions to 


the artists of the city. 


The showing of local art seems to be of a 
higher standard of merit than in former 
exhibitions, and the number of works shown 
—271—is nearly fifty more than last year. 
An interesting feature of the exhibition is 
the number of groups of a considerable num- 
ber of works by individual artists. 

F. C. Peyraud shows eight interesting 
landscapes, C. F. Browne shows ahother, 
a mixed group of landscapes and figure 
subjects are exhibited by John F. and Anna 
L. Stacy, H. G. Maratta is represented by 
ten water colors of subjects from the Zunt 
country, Frank Holme, J. H. Vanderpoel, 
Flora Schoenfeld, William Schmedtgen. Mi- 
nerva Chapman, and other artists are like- 
wise represented by important groups. 

A Frosty Morning, by Adolph Schultz, 
was pronounced the best work in the ex- 
hibition by a jury selected by the Young 
Fortnightly club to award its annual prize 
of $100. The jury consisted of Albert Her- 
ter, Ralph Clarkson, J. H. Dole, and two 
members of the Young Fortnightly club. 
An honorable mention was bestowed on one 
of the landscapes of Anna L. Stacy by the 
same jury. 

Besides the works of some of the artists 
already mentioned; After an Autumn 
Shower,” by E. J. Dressler, some small land- 
scapes by Walter Burridge. H. C. Payne’s 
After the Day,“ Leon Roecker's Even- 
ing.“ Bertha Mensler's Evening.“ and the 
figure subjects of A. E. Allbright, Leuis, 
Betts, Cora Freer, Frank Phoenix, E. Cam- 
e „ Louis Wilson, Pauline Dohn, and J. 
H. 8 were among those which ex- 
cited favorable comment. 

The exhibition of paintings by Frank Wil- 
bert Stokes consists entirely of views of 
the polar regions. Most of these were exe- 
cuted in 1892, 1893, and 1894, when Mr. 
Stokes accompanied expeditions under the 
command of Lieutenant Peary. Some of 
the effects of color are not only surprising 
but of remarkable beauty. The green ice, 
rocks of rich brownish red, the white snow, 
and the lights of various hues from the 
midnight sun, the moon, the aurora, or the 
glow of the approaching dawn form com- 
binations which to those who have never 
seen them seem almost Incredible, and yet 
the artist complains that his pigments had 
not sufficient brilliancy to represent what 
he saw. In several of the pictures he has 
shown figures of Eskimo, The interest does 
not lie alone in the subjects, for many of 
them are painted in 4 manner which shows 
Mr. Stokes to be a colorist and a talented 
painter.

The innkeeper and the guests rush down- 
stairs in a rage on account of the untimely 
disturbance. Ruppert calmly informs them 
he intends to marry Ann. A derisive shout 
of laughter at his simplicity is the only 
answer, for everybody in the village knew 
Ann was promised to a neighboring farmer. 
Ann reappears. Ruppert calls upon her to 
make her choice, She cannot speak for 
bashfulness, and Ruppert, believing she had 
been toying with him, vents his rage in a 
bodily attack upon the innkeeper and the 
guests. He is promptly thrown out. 


Satan Claims Reward. 

Thereupon Satan appears and promises 
Ruppert revenge, provided he is willing to 
serve a year in hell. Ruppert consents. He 
Tays his jacket on the bank of the village 
‘pond to create the tmpression he had jumped 
into hte muddy depths out of love for Ann, 
and allows, the imps of Satan to clothe him 
in a bearsKin. 

The second act opens in hell at the end 
of @ year. Ruppert had kept his vow not 
to wash head or hands and not to comb his 
hair or cut his nails omtil freed by a pure 
maiden’s kiss. He had served Satan taith- ö 
fully and now insists on returning to earth 
to seek salvation. Satan naturally accom- 
panies him. He finds the village youths 
and maidens celebrating the harvest festi- 
val around the village pond. As soon as 
Ruppert and Satan appear the young folks 
ecamper home in terror. Ruppert seats 
himself In the shadow of a willow to bemoan 
his fate and pray for death, while Satan 
goes to the village to hunt Ann. She comes 
at nightfall to bemoan her supposedly 
drowned lover. | 

Ruppert recognizes the tearful appari- 
tion and calls to her. She believes herself 
addressed by his spirit. The dialogue re- 
sults in her determination to join Ruppert. 
She is about to leap into the pond when 
Ruppert stays her and explains that only 
a pure maidenly kiss can remove his curse. 
She is ready to fulfill Satan’s conditions 
when the full moon falls upon him. 

“ Why, ts a beast.“ Ann cries and faints. 


Satan Tempts Ruppert. 

Satan takes Ruppert back to his abode. 
He is tempted to yield to the blandishmen 
of an imp in female form, but remembers 
Ann. At this moment the gates of hell open 
and Ann appears led by the good spirits. She 
plants a sounding kiss upon the repulsive 
“ Barenhduter’s”’ lips and he is instantly 
transformed and leaves hell with her, Satan 
and his band being powerless to stay them. 

Neither music nor text made the same im- 
pression on the stage as Mendelssohn's suc- 
cess in concert music and the poetic lincs 
led their friends to hope. It was good music 
that was played and sung Friday night, 
expressive and melodious, but not plastic or 
dramatic. The action was at times mon- 
strous, and the scenes in hell were anything 
else than hellish.

Not Due to Vespuccius. 
The fact that the name was first used in 
literature in Germany and France is re- 
garded as sufficient proof that Americus 
Vespuccius did not force his name upon the 
new world, as older historians 1 nae 
the Spaniards and Portuguese calling Amer- 
‘lea “novus mundus,’ or the West Indies, 
throughout the sixteenth century. 

Waltzemueller was, probably on account of 
his outlandish Latin name, completely foł- 
gotten until Alexander von Humboldt re- 
minded the world of his services. Waltze- 
mueller was led to hold Vespucci to be the 
discoverer of America from the fact that 
the latter’s writings were the main source 
of information about the new world at this 
period, He afterwards learned of his mistake 
and attempted to withdraw his proposal to 
call the home of the free and the land of the 
brave America, but it was too late. 
This narrows the problem, but does not 
solve it. The question is how Waltzemueller 
came to call Vespuccius “Amerigo instead 
of Alberica, or, rather, how Vespucci came to 
call himself Amerigo or Americus.

Professor Koch of Berlin Succeeds in 
Strengthening His Favorite Theory 
During His Stay on the Island of Java.

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—During his stay on the 
Island of Java Professor Robert Koch has 
succeeded in strengthening his theory that 
malaria is a germ disease which is propo- 
gated only by a certain species of mosquito 
and the genus homo, 
A late issue of a medical journal reports his 
investigations from Sept. 21 to Dec. 12. He 
found malaria was not half as prevalent in 
Batavia as it was fifteen years ago. This 
is attributed to the free distribution of 
quinine by the colonial government. 
Professor Koch devoted his attention 
mainly to attempts to inoculate the man- 
like apes with the malarial poison. He 
reasoned that if the apes, which most nearly 
approach man, are not susceptfble to this 
‘poison, no other animals, excepting, ot 
course, the malarial mosquito, would be. 
He experimented exhaustively with three 
orang-outangs, three Hylobates agilis,’’ 
and one Hylobates syndactylus.“ These 
animals were strongly injected with the

Professor Koch also 
thoroughly disproved the assertion which 
has been frequently made in medical jour- 
nals, that there are localities in Java where 
malafia prevailé without the presence of 
mosquitoes being noted.

History of the Claim. 


As a historical reminiscence, the claims of 
Sweden upon Wismar are not without in- 
terest. In 1648, when the Westphalian peace 
was signed, the Duke of Schwerin, Adolf 
Friedrich, ceded the City of Wismar and 
eertain adjacent territories to the King of 
Sweden, who took possession as a feudal 
Prince ot the German Empire. 

King Gustav Adolf IV. of Sweden, the 
last of the Vasa dynasty, in 1795 proclaimed 
his engagement to Princess Luise Chariotte, 
the daughter of the Duke of Metklenburg- 
Schwerin, Friedrich Franz. The Princess 
was never quite according to the monarch’s 
taste, and he finally broke the engagement. 
This act brought in its train a series of un- 
pleasant incidents. The offended Duke be- 
gan what would have been known in or- 
dinary life as breach of promise suit pro- 
ceedings. He demanded satisfaction in the 
form of the cession of Wismar, Poel, and 
Neukloster, the German possessions of the 
Swedish crown. The King offered as com- 
plete satisfaction 100,000 riksdaler. The 
Duke, who knew the Swedish treasury was 
empty, agreed, and granted favorable terms 
of payment besides. He demanded only 
6,000 riksdaler a year. This sum was not 
paid, and King Gustav Adolf was finally 
forced to sign the treaty of Malmoe on June 


26, 1808. 
Mortgage Runs One Wandred Years. 


This treaty stipulated that the cession of 
Wismar and adjacent territories should be 
regarded as security for the 100,000 riks- 
daler. The mortgage was to run for 100 
years, at the end of which time the King of 
Sweden was to have the right of paying the 
100,000 riksdaler with compound interest. 
The sum that will fall due in 1903 is N. 
000,000 marks, or something over $26,000,000. 
Sweden will, however, have the right of pro- 
longing the treaty another century.

BEWERAGE AND WATER SYSTEMS 
FOR CRESCENT CITY. 


People Celebrate Mardi Gras with 
Wopefainess—Public Im- 
provement Scheme Adopted Which 
Mar Make Town Healthy—To Re- 
construct Surface Canals and Lift 
Sewage from Lake Pontchartrain 
Inte Bay by Pumps. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

New Orleans, La., Feb. 24.—[ Special Corre- 
spondence. Petit Paris,“ as New Orleans 
used to be called, celebrates the Mardi Gras 
this year with unusual grounds for general 
hopefulness. A public improvement scheme 
has been determined upon which is probably 
more extensive than was ever before under- 
taken at one time by any American city of 
corresponding size. 

The scheme is threefold. It involves the 
completion of the work already partially 
executed for a reconstructed system for sur- 
face drainage, the construction de novo of 2 
sewerage system and the establishment, 
possibly utilizing to that end the limited 
private plant now in existence, of a munic- 
ipal water system. These improvements 
will be paid for from the proceeds of $14,000,- 
000 in bonds, the payment of the principal of 
which will be deferred until after 1942, at 
which time the existing city debt of $20,000,- 


000 will, according to sinking fund arrange- 


ments now in operation, have been cleared 
of. The interest on the new bonds will in 
the meantime be paid from taxation. 


Need of Surface Drainage. 


The most urgent of these three kinds of 
improyements—all of which have been um- 
peratively needed for an indefinite period 
is that of surface drainage. Owing to the 
depressed level of the city, every drop of 
surface water disposed of otherwise than by 
evaporation must be pumped. The Missis- 
sippi River, which flows in a big bend about 
this Crescent City,“ is confined by levees 
rising from eight to fourteen feet above its 
banks. At low water it is eleven and one- 
half feet belew the highest part of the city 
and two feet above the lowest part, while 
at high water it is five feet above the highest 
part and nineteen feet above the lowest 
part. The disposition of surface water has 
been a problem ever since the founding of 
‘the city tn 1718, when its limited area was 
surrounded by a stockade ditch, and a 
trench was dug around each block. From 
this latter fact arose the Creole term islet,”’ 
which is still used to designate a city square. 

The city is bounded on the north by Lake 
Pontchartrain, which is perhaps twenty by 
forty miles in dimensions, and is not affected 
by the tides. Six or eight miles to the east 
lies Borgne, a considerably smalier 


* body of water, which is open to the fluctua- 


tions of the tides. The sea level prevails in 
these lakes, and while this is at all times 
about two feet above the lowest parts of the 
city, it of course varies much less than the 
river and is usually much below the level 
of the river. 

Hence it is the most available outfall into 
‘which to pump the surface drainage. The 
city is diked on all sides—against these lakes 
as well as against the Mississippi. The 
levees now built to protect its 40.6 square 
miles of territory aggregate sixty linear 
miles. They connect with the general sys- 
tem of levees maintained, both above and 
Below the city, by the State to protect the 
truck farms and sugar plantations of this 
part of the commonwealth. Those about 
the city vary in height from eight to sixteen 


- Jeet, are built of earth, and in some cases are 


faced with wood revetments. Water is 
found in the soil of a large part of the city 
from one foot to five feet below the surface, 
and cellars are a thing unknown. Many 
modern houses are built on pliers from three 
to five feet high, and in some cases this 
subficoer space is not inclosed with walls. 
Where this space is inclosed, even in the 
ola construction, the walls are usually per- 
forated to allow ventilation. 


Attempts at Drainage.

Grainage has been the subject of agitation 
and more or less engineering effort, none of 
which, however, has been adequate in char- 
acter. In the early 70s a system of surface 
hannes along the streets was built, and 
four pumping stations were established for 

ne the flow into Lake Pontchar- 
train. The capacity of the system, however, 
was entirely out of proportion to the de- 
mands. As a result every severe shower 
overfowed streets and flooded sections of 
the city, while the ordinary flow of surface 
Grainage—including, as it still does and al- 
ways has, kitchen waste—was often so slug-. 
gish as to befoul these canals and the gut- 
ters along the streets. 

The Assistant City Engineer began anew 
to agitate and measure the problem, and 
having become City Engifieer in 1802, he se- 
eured the appropriation of about $40,000 by 
the City Council for preliminary investiga- 
tions and surveys. In 1895 he accordingly 
presented a carefully elaborated report, with 
Plans for a complete drainage system to 
cost $5,000,000 or $6,000,000, The following 
year the Legislature granted authority un- 
der which the execution of the enterprise 
was begun, and about $2,000,000 has already 
been expended on it. The balance of the 
funds requisite is to be provided from the 
$14,000,000 bond issue mentioned. 


Unique Engineering Problem.

There are but 
5,000 connections in the entire city of 300,000 
‘people, and the water comes di- 
rect from the river without purification. 
Until filtered it is unfit even for washing 
clothing, to say nothing of drinking. Accord- 
ingly nearly everybody uses rain water 
gathered from the roofs and stored in cis- 
terns. 

An active agitation arose, therefore, after 
the experience of 1897, and was energetical- 
ly promoted by the reform city administra- 
tion, for a sewer system and a municipal 
water plant, and the plan came also to in- 
clude provision for completing the surface 
drainage system, the resources for which 
had failed on account of legal difficulties. 
The scheme had to be initiated by a petition 
signed by one-third of the property tax- 
payers of the city, then approved by a popu- 
lar local vote, then authorized by a special 
session of the Legislature called for the pur- 


pose, and it is finally to be adopted by the 


people of the State in the form of a consti- 
tutional amendment at the general election 
next April. The petition was presented last 
April, so that the various legal steps to se- 
cure authority for the work will have con- 
sumed a year’s time. That the constitu-: 
tional amendment will be adopted is a fore- 
gone conclusion, and preliminary work look- 
ing toward the plans for the sewerage and 
water systems has ly been com- 
menced. 


Commissions Control Work. 

The drainage scheme is being carried out 
by the Drainage commission,“ constituted 
by the State, and the sewerage and water 
schemes are placed in the hands of the 
„ Sewerage and Water board,“ consisting of 
this commission, together with seven men 
appointed by the Mayor, who will hold 
office for from two to fourteen years. Their 
successors will be appointed in the same 
manner and for terms of twelve years. The 
politicians wished these seven men to be 
elected by a popular vote, instead of be- 
ing appointed, and the question as between 
appointment and election was finally sub- 
mitted to popular vote, and decided 
strongly in favor of appointment. 

Mayor Flower, who came into office four 
years ago on a reform ticket, and whose 
non-partisan administration has been a 
guarantee for this whole plan, has, accord- 
ingly, mamed seven excellent members for 
this board. The latter—subject to the power 


of the Mayor to force an appeal to the City 


Council—will determine the apportionment, 
as between the three schemes, of the pro- 
ceeds of $14,000,000 of bonds to be issued. 
This board will also fix the terms on which 
the water and sewerage systems will be 
used, and will be authorized to abate all 
vaults and cesspools. It is specifically 


provided, however, that no profit shall be 


made from water rates. 


Work of Private Company. 


tt is of interest to note, in analogy to the 
action of three or four other American cities 
of minor importance, that New Orleans, 
about 1892, granted to a private company a 
franchise to build and administer a sewerage 
system in the city. Under this it was con- 
templated to charge $10 or $12 for connec- 
tions. Some little work was done by the 
company, but no system was ever got in 
operation, and the only sewers in the city 
today are a few maintained by hotels, busi- 
ness houses, certain public or private in- 
stitutions, and by a few private residents 
for their houses. They are ali operated by 
pumps, Vaults or cesspools are almost 
universal. 

The company holding this franchise is, 
however, claiming rights under it as against 
the municipal project, but a suit for annul- 
ling the franchise is in court and no serious 
difficulty is apprehended from that source. 
It is quite likely that the private water plant 
will be purchased by the city either at 
agreed price or under condemnation pro- 
ceedings. | 
May Make City Healthy. 

When New Orleans has completed these 
public improvements there would seem to be 
no reason why it should not be one of the 
healthiest cities on the continent. The tem- 
perature varies far less than in the more 
Northern latitudes, and life is naturally 
much in the open air, or at least in houses 
constantly open tothe air. Both as a place 
of residence, therefore, and as a resort for 
winter travel this most unique of American 
cities may well feel complacent concerning 


its future. |

Need of Proper Nourishment. 


Chicago, Feb. 27.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
The efficacy of pure water, as set forth by Dr. 
Leavitt in The Sunday Tribune,“ is well known 
to those who have tried rational water cure. 
There is not only refreshment but nourishment 
in water, and in air also. A simple food can be 
added with good results. A plain water gruel 
made of wheat gluten, cooked half an hour, salted 
to taste, and taken half an hour after the drink- 
ing of the water, will nourish the tired and ex- 
hausted brain cells and the nerve centers. Gluten 
is almost a perfect food for an adult and is espe- 
cially beneficial to those who cannot use milk as 
a food or when good milk cannot be had. Dr. 
A. J. Chapel says that pain is the struggle of the 
ultimate cell striving to live its allotted time. 
Struggling tissue cuts off its own nutrition, and 
the more nutrition is interfered with the greater 
the palin. Much of our pain is caused by a sim- 
ple lack of nourishment, especially headache, 
nervous depression, and sleeplessness. When 
bread was termed the staff of life it was made 
of the whole grain, ground not too fine. Bread 
made of the entire wheat is a true food; white 
bread is only a partial food. Much of the pain 
and of our rn life is caused by in- 
sufficient nutrition.

Need of Emergency Hospital. 

Chicago, Feb. 27.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
I desire to add testimony to the need of an emer- 
gency hospital, so forcibly impressed upon us by 
Dr. McNamara in your columns of Feb. 25. It 
was my sad privilege some months ago to be 
asked to meet and assist on hie journey an in- 
valid stranger, a poor man, passing through the 
city, returning home from Colorado to Michigan, 
suffering in the lest stage of tuberculosis. Owing 
to delay in the delivery of message I unfortu- 
nately arrived at the depot some three hours after 
the poor young fellow’s arrival. I found him 
seated in an invalid chair in the waiting-room, 
gasping for breath, his lips blue, and showing 
every sign of exhaustion. So lNittle could he 
speak and so serious was his condition that it did 
not seem possible he could bear any further 
travel, and immediate hospital care seemed im- 
perative. Acting under instructions from the 
police, whom I consulted, an ambulance was sum- 
moned with the intention of transporting him to 
the County Hospital. Meantime stimulants were 
administered and the patient somewhat revived, 
enough to express willingness to delay his journey 
a day if it was thought advisable. 

The officer in charge of the ambulance, an able 
and kindly man, shook his head at the proposal, 
saying that a case of tuberculosis could not be 
taken in at the County Hospital, and advised 
his continuing the journey as the only alternative. 
The first train he could take would leave at 8 
D. m. It was then about 11 a.m. The delay, the 
discomfort, the suffering of the poor fellow seemed 
too cruel, and seeing the urgent need of relief the

EAST-BOUND GRAIN RATES,

Trunk Lime and Central Associa-~ {| 
tions Will Meet in New York Today— } 
Details of the Present Situation 
Transcontinental Freight 
“Three Pan Extending Its Road 
“Big Four” and “ Monon ” Rumors. 


Presidents and executive officers of the 
Trunk Line and Central Freight associations 
will meet in New York today to take action 
regarding the present demoralization in 
east-bound grain rates. Just prior to Jan. 
1 last the Presidents pledged their words of 
honor that after Jan. 1 agreed rates should 
be maintained firmly. Traffic officials, how- 
ever, paid little attention to this pledge, and 
rates have been going from bad to worse. 

The demoralization in grain rates at pres- 

ent is as bad as it ever has been. The tariff 
rate is 22 cents on domestic and 20 cents on 
export grain shipments, but not a pound of 
grain has been carried East during the last 
two weeks that paid more than 12 cents a 100 
pounds from Chicago to New Tork. 
It was reported yesterday that contracts 
were being made on the basis of 11 cents, 
Chicago to New York, which would mean a 
8-cent rate to Baltimore. It is stated that 
when an attempt was madeat the beginning 
of the year to maintain tariff rates, roads 
found it impossible to secure business. The 
cut rates at once revived the business, and 
‘as rates went lower the traffic became heav- 
ler.

Allege Discrimination. 
No particular fault would have been found 


but big and influential shippers only secured 
the low cut rates, while small shippers were 
charged the full tariff rates. On this ac- 
count the small shippers have appealed to 
the Interstate Commerce commission for re- 
dress, and, as the latter is moving to force 
the railroads to give all shippers the same 
rates, the Presidents of the Eastern roads 
find it expedient to placate the commission 
by making an attempt at least to stop the 
existing rate cutting and discrimination. It 
is expected that the Presidents’ meeting will 
make the tariff rate on export grain 12 cents 
and on domestic grain 15 cents a hundred 
pounds, Chicago to New York. 


Transcontinental. Freight Affairs. 


Executive offieers of all roads interested 
in transcontinental freight business held a 
meeting here yesterday to come to an under- 
standing regarding the Canadian Pacific’s 
competition for traffic to San Francisco. 
For years the Canadian Pacific has been 
making a 10 per cent differential rate on 
freight over its line to California. 

Two years ago the matter was submitted 
to arbitration, and the arbitrators, by a 


fan Pacific was not entitled to the differen- 
tial. That road declined to abide by the de- 
cision, and has continued to make the differ- 
ential ever since. The Southern Pacific and 
its connections are determined to stop the 
practice, and threaten to retaliate by cutting 
the rates on Oriental business, if the Ca- 
nadian Pacific refuses to come to time. Vice 
President J. C. Stubbs represents the South- 
ern Pacific and General Traffic Manager G. 
W. Bosworth the Canadian Pacific at this 


meeting.
